Though no ſtranger to the labours of the Rev. Mr. Noble in 
the ſame harveſt, the editor does not charge himſelf with any in- 
tention to prejudice that indefatigable inquirer's ample pablication, 
which, as he did not anticipate, ſo neither has he borrowed from 
it a ſingle material, but on the contrary has ſtudiouſly thrown the 
particulars wherein they difter into this introduction, that he 
may not appear to neglect either to receive or give fuller infor- 
mation in any degree. 

If the particulars reſpecting the pariſbes where the Cromwells 
had any concern are thought to convey any- incidental matter, 
they will not be deemed abſolutely foreign to the purpoſe. _ 

Mr. Noble begins his account of the Cromwell family with a 
pedigree drawn up 1602, by order of Sir Henry Cromwell, de- 
ducing Morgan Williams by a long train of anceſtors from Gio- 
thian, fifth lord of Pozwis, who died about the time of the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, But as there is no dependance to be placed on 
ſuch monuments, ſo neither has Mr. Noble eſtabliſhed at in his 
Appendix. 

Mr. Noble ſays Morgan Williams was a gentleman of Olamgk. 
ganſhire, poſſeſſed of an eſtate of about 2 or 300/. a year,, which 
has been long enjoyed by the Lewis's. and Vaughans, and now 


lets for about 900/. a year. It is alſo ſaid that he reſided in 


Llan Newidel pariſh, near Caermarthen, and was in the ſervice of 
Jaſper duke of Bedford, and privy counſellor to his nephew 
Henry VIII. 


Richard Williams, alias Cromwell, was. 2 in the pariſh of 


Llan Than in Glamorganſhire*. 
Mr. Noble contends* that the blackſmith was a brewer, and 


takes no notice of a younger ſon of his named Richard.

Sir Richard Cromwell overthrew alſo Mr. Palmer in the tilting 


May 3, and obtained for his valour an annuity of 100 marks, 
with a houſe for him and his heirs to live in out oſ the diffoly ed 
Franciſcan friary at Stamford“. 

Fuller adds, that the ring in the Cromwell creſt was taken 
from the diamond ring given to Sir Richard Cromwell by Hen ry 


VIII. on this occaſion. The father of Sir Richard Cromwell's \ 
lady was a native of Ely*. The pedigree cited by Mr. Noble 


ſays ſhe died at Stepney Feb. 20, 1533, and was there buried 
25 Henry VIIL 

Mr. Noble ſuppoſes Tomas Cromwell, whom the ede 
of the Magna Britannia make ſheriff of Cambridgeſhire and Hun- 
tingdonſhire 1572, 14 Eliz. to have been a ſon of Sir Richard. 
But beſides. that that compilation is not always to be depended 
on, Fuller expreſly puts down Henry Cromwell : ſheriff the year 
before, and Sir John Cutts that year. It is true Thomas Crom- 
well occurs as repreſentative for Fowey, Bodmin, Grampound, and 
Leominſter, 13, 28, 31, and 39 Eliz. and a leading man on par- 
liamentary committees from 1572 to 1590; and is remarkable 
for moving the thanks of the, Houſe of Commons to Elizabeth ?, 
for “ doing juſtice upon the Scottiſh Queen at their petition ;” 
which, motion, though over-ruled, intitles him a claim of affinity 
to a family, who, ſays Mr. Noble, made little account of the 
blood of ſovereigns.” 

On the authority of Magna Britannia, Mr. Noble gives Sir 
Richard Cromwell a third ſon named Richard, and ſheriff of the 
{aid counties. He adds, from Willis's Notitia Parliamentaria, that 
Francis, fourth ſon of Richard, was knight of the ſhire for the 
county of Huntingdon 15 Eliz. and ſheriff of the ſaid counties 29 
Eliz. in which laſt aſſertion he is ſupported by Fuller. Queen 
Elizabeth ſlept at Hinchingbrook, then the ſeat of Sir Henry

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Cromwell, on her return from Cambridge, Auguſt 18, 1564. 
He repreſented the county of Huntingdon in Parliament 1 563, 
and was ſheriff of the two counties 7, 13, 22, and 34 Eliz.*. 

In the bow window of the South front of Ramſey houſe are 
two beautiful portraits of Sir Henry Cromwell and his lady. 
Mir. Noble ſays, p. 29, that Sir Robert Warren was lord mayor 
of London alſo 1543, and died July 16, 1552, 7 Eliz. and was 
buried in St. Swithin's church, London3. He*-married Joan, 
daughter and co-heireſs of John Trilake, alias 1 of 
Cornwall. 

Mr. Noble? ſuppoſes Sir Oliver entertained queen Elizabeth c on 
her viſit to Cambridge, and probably Charles I. James I. viſited 
Him 1603, 1616, 16175. The firſt of theſe viſits was on his ac- 
ceſſion; and on that occaſion, among other improvements at Hin- 
chinbrook, Sir Oliver built the bow window hereafter mentioned, 
with the family arms. Here the king received the heads of the 
univerſity, and ſtaid from April 27th to the 2gth; and Sir 
Oliver preſented him with a large elegant wrought ſtanding cup 
of gold, goodly horſes, deep-mouthed hounds, doves, hawks of 
excellent wing, and at the remove gave 50/7. among the royal 
officers *, The king created him and 59 more Knights of the 
Bath before his coronation”. Sir Oliver fat in partiament from 
1604 to 1610, alſo 1614, 1623, 1624, and 1625. He is once 
or twice ſtyled queen Anne's attorney, in which office he pro- 
*bably ſucceeded Sir Lawrence Tanfield about 1604, but did not 
hold it long. He was fo hearty a royaliſt, that he raiſed men 
and furniſhed money for the cauſe, and obhged his ſons to go 
into the king's army. His nephew and god-child Oliver, in a 
viſit to him, difarmed him, and took away his plate for the pub- 
lic ſervice. He was obliged to ſell Hinchinbrook to Sir-Sidney

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Montague, whoſe lady'there entertained Charles I. in his way to 
his captivity at Holdenby-houſe 1646. He retired to Ramſey, 
and there received another viſit from his nephew, who threatened 
to burn the town if he did not redeem it by a ſum of money. 
Sir Oliver defired a conference, and being unable to raiſe the ſum 
demanded, furniſhed 40 horſes to mount his cavalry. It is ſaid 
that- while the two Olivers were fitting on- the bridge, a woman 
oftered the licutenant general a cuſhion, which he refuſed as un- 
becoming a ſoldier*. ' His eſtate was ordered to be ſequeſtrated, 
but ſaved by the interpoſition of his nephew; and the parliament 
took off the ſequeſtration April 17, 1648*. The colours which 
he and his ſons took from the parliament forces remained hang- 
ing in Ramſey church till within the laſt 0 years i.

Anne died at Hinchingbrook, and was buried in St. n 8 
church, Huntingdon, April 26, 1626“. 

John, ſon of Sir Oliver, was captain in the firſt regiment of 
foot 5, ſent by James I. to recover the Palatinate*, afterwards 
colonel of an Engliſh regiment in the ſervice of the States, by 
whom he was ſent with letters, under the ſeal both of the king 
and prince of Wales, to intercede with the Protector for ſaving 
the king's life; but without ſacceſs?. He was living in Holland 
1653*% He appears to have been ſeparated from his wife Abi- 
gail, for her extravagances, ſo early as 1646, when there was a 
cauſe depending between them and John Smith, eſq; and John 
Amock, which the Houſe of Commons, October 30, that year, 
referred to the court of Chancery. By her he had iſſue a 


daughter, Joan, baptized at Upwood Sept. 28, 1624. See his

Henry, third ſon of Sir Henry, was educated at St. John's 
college, Oxford, where he was choſen fellow. He proceeded 
LL.B. Feb. 14, 1588. His father granted to him by deed, dated 
July 8, 1584, the manor of Upwood, &c. for 500 years, which 
were afterwards releaſed by Henry, ſon of his elder brother Sir 


Oliver, in conſideration of money lent by him to his nephew, to 


whom he bequeathed this manor, &c. on payment of certain 
ſums to his heirs, By his will he left 204. to the poor of Up- 
wood; 57. a piece to Great Raveley and Ramſey; 205. to Bury; 41. 
to Allhallows, Huntingdon; 40. to Boughton; a0. to Raby; and 
deſired to be buried in the chancel at Upwood, as he accordingly 
was October 29, 1630. To each of his two daughters, Elizabeth 
and Anne, he left 2000 .; but they being under age at the 


time of his death, adminiſtration was given during their mino- 


rities to their relation, Mr. Valentine Walton. Elizabeth married 
William Hampden, father of the Patriot, and was buried in the 


Hampden family vault Feb. 27, 1664-5, having ſurvived her 


huſband 67 years. Anne was, 1638, at Sir William Maſham's at 
Oates, in the copnty of Eſſex; and to her Oliver, afterwards Pro- 
tector, deſires his love. She married John Neale of Dean, in the 
county of Bedford, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the parliament 
cauſe againſt Charles I. and from him are deſcended the family 
of News at Alleſby, in the county of Warwick, 

Mr. Noble? expreſſes his furprize at two A terms of a 
man and woman ſupporting the chimney-piece at Upwood, call- 
ing them naked figures, with H. G. and M. C. under them; as 
if he thought they were portraits of Henry and Margaret Crom- 
well.

Mr. Noble thus deſcribes the arms at Hinchinbrook : 

Upon the compartments of the ſides of the great bow window 
are a lion rampant impaling per pale a feſs indented between 4 
lions paſſant guardant, and alſo the chevron with the mullet 
on the dexter point. Under the arms of England, on another 
bow window, is the ſhield, date, and motto of Cromwell de- 
ſcribed, P. 3; note ; and on the fides of it ſiugly the lion 
rampant and the chevron ingrailed between 3 griffins heads. 
Above the arches, and between the ſeven pillars that ſupport 
this bow, are the following 21 ſhields cut in ſtone, three over each 
arch, and generally a creſt in the middle. |

Richard, fourth ſon of Sir Henry, was member for Hunting- 
don 39, and for Leſtwithiel 43 Eliz,*. Philip, fifth ſon of Sir 
Henry, was with his brother Oliver when king James viſited 
him, and received the honour of knighthood at the ſame time. 
Mr. Noble imagines his wife was ſiſter to Heywood Townſend, 
who was a member of parliament, and made hiſtorical collections 
of queen Elizabeth's four laſt parliaments, a complete journal of 
both houſes from their original records. 

Of Sir Philip Cromwell's ſons, Henry is called the eldeſt in Mr. 
Henry Cromwell of Upwood's will. Philip, the ſecond, was a ma- 
Jor in his couſin Ingoldſby's regiment of foot in the parliament 
army, and was dangerouſly wounded September 1 1 *, 1643, at the 
ſtorming of Briſtol, of which he died ſoon after 3. Colonel Thomas, 
third * ſigned his name next to Lord Valentia Dec. 1 2, 1630, 
to the condemnation of Lord Mountmorres at Dublin caſtle“. 
Denton, his reſidence, was afterwards purchaſed by the Wild- 
bores*. Oliver is ſuppoſed by Mr. Noble to have been a mem- 
ber of the long parliament. He was a major in their army 
1698, when he was diſpatched by col. Hammond with letters to 
the Parliament, 1 to inform them that he was detained at Windſor,

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and that col. Ewers had charge of the king in the Ifle of Wight; 
and the lords recommended him to the commons to be rewarded 
for his ſervices about the king, which was referred to the com- 
mittee of revenue. He was a colonel under his firſt couſin 
Oliver, after the Protector went into Ireland 1649*, where he 
died the ſame year. A petition from his executrix to the Houſe 
of Commons, Nov. 20, 16 5 Ty WAG referred to the committee of 
the army *. | 

Robert was hanged for poiſoning his maſter, a yer! in Lon- 
don, about 37 years before the date of Heath's Flagellum, or Life 
and Death of Oliver Cromwell, 1663 and 1672. In the firſt 
caſe he would be 22, in the other only 13 years old. 

Mr. Noble was informed ſome of Sir Philip Cromwell's deſcend- 
ants ſettled in Wilts, where Edmondſon mentions a family who 
bore the ſame arms as Sir Richard Williams, alias Cromwell, be- 
fore the augmentation of the creſt. A family at Bromeſgrove 
came from the Deviſes : their grandfather was a ſchoolmaſter, 
and their great grandfather a clergyman; and their father hated 
his- name becauſe of the Protector . | 

Mr. Noble makes a different arrangement of the Protector's 
daughters:

HE family of CRoMwELL made a conſiderable figure in 
the counties of Cambridge and Huntingdon during the 
latter half of the 16th, and the former half of the 17th century, 


and then ſunk ſo ſuddenly into oblivion, that: ſcarce any traces 
remain of them except in the regiſters of a few pariſh churches. 


It has been generally conjectured that they derived their de- 
ſcent from one common anceſtor in Thomas Cromwell *, created 
earl of Eſſex by Henry VIII. whoſe father is conjectured + to 
have been a blackſmith at Putney 1. A nameleſs daughter of his, 
married to Morgan Williams, is believed to be the firſt of the fa- 
mily that can be traced with certainty. 

According to this account, their ſon RICHARD bore his paternal 
name of Williams till he aſſumed that of his mother, for reaſons 
now unknown, as is alſo the preciſe time of this alteration. He was 


preferred to theking's ſervice by his ſuppoſed uncle Thomas baron

Babraham-houſe was probably purchaſed by Sir Horace Palavicini of the Tay. 
lor family: for on one of the fronts were the initials R. T. for Robert Taylor, 
1:76. The conſtant tradition about Sir Horace at this place, is, that he was col- 
lector of the Pope's dues in England in Queen Mary's time; and on her death, 
and her fiſter's acceſſion, took the opportunity of detaining the money, and ſtaying 
in a country where, at that time, ſuch a piece of diſhoneſty would not be looked 
upon in the light it deſerved, or would be at leaſt protected. The Palavicini fa. 
mily were all baptized and buried at Babraham, as appears by the following en- 


tries in the regiſters. :

If we had not the aforeſaid authorities from the Regiſters and this epitaph, for 
Sir Horace's living in Cambridgeſhire, we were ſufficiently informed of that cir- 
cumſtance, by that very ridiculous fellow, Tom Coryat, who tells us, p. 255+ 259 
of his Crudities, that he met at Mezolt one John Curtabatus of Chiavenna, who 
ſpoke pretty good Engliſh, having ſerved Sir Horace Palavicini many years in 
Cambridgeſhire. How long before 1 593 Sir Horace ſettled himſelf at Baberham- 
I know not ; but ſuppoſe only for a ſhort time, That he was in fome 42 *

Sir Horace owned another eſtate 
two miles from Babraham, at Little Shelford, where he built a houſe in the 
Italian ſtyle, with a large piazza, or gallery, with pillars in the front of the ſecond 
ſtory, which was taken down, and a new one erccted in the ſame delightful fitu- 
ation, on the banks of a pretty trout ſtream, by Mr. William Finch, an opulent 
ironmonger of Cambridge, who purchaſed the eſtate.

The following Letter, ſent to ibe Editors of the Oxford Magazine, May, 1769, by the 
Rev. Mr. Thomas. Whiſton, of Ramſey, ates. the earlier branches of the Crom- 
well family. | 


GENTLEMEN, | | 

I promifed in my laſt to give you ſome private memoirs of the Cromwell Family; 
and fince you are ſo obliging to think it will be acceptable to your readers, ſhall 
now perform it. I ſhall endeavour, as much as poſſible, to avoid making the ſame 
obſervations as have already been done by the writers of thoſe times. 

The firſt of this family, who was either known to, or had any connection with, 
the county of Huntingdon, was Mr. Richard Williams, a gentleman of Welch ex- 
traction, who changed his name to Cromwell, upon account of his marriage into 
Lord Cromwell's family. He was a man in high repute for his bravery and va- 
lour, and a great favourite with King Henry the Eighth. At a grand tournament 
held at London, about the year 539, to which all foreigners of bravery, and ex- 
pertneſs in arms, were invited from different parts of Europe, Mr. Richard Wil- 
llams defeated two of the braveſt foreign champions. The king was fo highly 
pleaſed with it, that he knighted him upon the ſpot, gave him his own ring from 
tis finger, and ſaid, © Henceforth you ſhall be called my night.“ The memory of 
this tranſaction, ſo much to his honour, is {till preſerved in the arms of the family; 
where. 
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father might firſt lay the foundation and begin to build the preſent manor houſe at 


where you may ſee the lion holding up a ring in his right paw. All the lands be. 
longing to Ramſey-Abbey, in the county of Huntingdon, were granted by the 
ſame prince to this gentleman. You arc ſenſible that the monks endeavoured, be. 
tore the diſſolution, to conceal the real value of their cltates, and it would take up 
too much room to reckon up all the ſeveral eſtates, manors, fee-farm rents, &c. this 
gentleman became intitled to in this county, 

His fon, Sir Henry Cromwell, who had the honour of knighthood con ferred upon 
him by the ſame prince, by this grant became poſſeſſed of a very large eſtate, and 
mult in conſequence be one of the firſt rank in the county. It is very poſſible his 


Ramſey from the materials of the ruined Abbey; but, certain 1 am that his ſon, 
Sir Henry, had the greateſt ſhare in this work, and finiſhed it. The pictures of 
him and his lady are ſtill to be ſeen, in painted glaſs, in the large bow-window, on 
the ſouth- front of the houſe, He was called, upon account of his great wealth, 
munificence, and hoſpitality, The Gulden Knight. He ſpent the principal part of 
the ſummer in the manor- houſe at Ramſey, and the winter at Hinchinbroouk, the 
icat of the preſent Earl of Sandwich. His uncommon liberaliry is {till talked of 
here among the old people, by tradition from their anceſtors, and his throwing 
money out of his coach among rhe populace as he paſſed along the ſtreets of Ram. 
ſey, He was named Henry in compliment to King Henry the Eighth. from whom 
his father had received ſo ample a fortune. And we ſhall ſoon find what a number 
of this family aſſumed the ſame chriſtian name in honour of the ſame prince. He 
was in all reſpects a very worthy man, and left an excellent character, as well as fix 
ſons, behind him; but what daughters he had I know not. The names of bis ſons 


were as follow, Oliver the eldeſt, Robert, Henry, Philip, Ralph, and Richard. | 
Sir Henry lett the bulk of his eſtate to his eldeſt ſon Oliver, excepting ſome of ( 
the imaller manors and eſtates, whieh he divided among his younger fons.

Of Ralph I can give no account ; but it is likely, if I had 
the ſame opportunity of ſearching the old regiſters at Huntingdon, and they are as 
well preſerved as thoſe at Ramſey, | might be able to do it. The youngeſt fon 
Richard lived at Upwond, the ſame village as his brother Henry. He was mar- 
ried, and had ſeveral children baptized there. He is entered in the old regiſter 
at Upwood, by the title of Richard Cromwell, gentleman ; but what eſtate he had, 
or what houſe he lived in there, I cannot learn. wy | 
Thus have I given you the beſt account in my power of all Sir Henry's ſons, 
from whence the different branches of this family ſprung, and moſt of them had 
a very numerous iſſue. | 
Oliver, the eldeſt, divided his time between Hinchinbrook and Ramſey, as his 
father had done before him, and lived in the moſt hoſpirable and ſplendid manner. 
He was both uncle and godfather to the zſurper Oliver, and from him the latter 
derived his name. As I have not time at preſent to examine the old regiſters at 
Huntingdon, I can make out but five of his children, though I doubt not but he 
had ſeveral more. Henry the eldeſt, Edward, John, William, and Hannah. Ed- 
ward was brought up to the law, and the only one of the family that I can find 
ever was of that profeſſion. They were more fond of arms and military atchieve- 
ments. He was appointed a ſerjeant, if no more; for I have ſeen one of thoſe 
broad gold rings, which ſerjeants at law uſually give away at their firſt appoint- 
ment to their friends, with this inſcription upon it, Edwardus Cromwell, ſervantiſſi- 
mus aequz ; alluding to that famous paſſage in Virgil. Hannah was married to 
Mr. John Baldwin, a gentleman of this county, Sept. 11, 1627. You will ſoon . 
have an account of the others. It. was this very Oliver Cromwell, Eſq; the father 
of the above-mentioned, who, after the death of Queen Elizabeth, entertained 
King James the Firſt, in his Journey from Edinburgh to London, at his houſe at 
Hinchinbrook, and built the great hall there with the large bow-window and 
dining- room over it, purely for that purpoſe. He treated the king with the greateſt 
magnificence; and it is ſtill reported, that the king ſaid to him, in the Scotch dia- 
lect, © Marry, mon, thou haſt treated me the beſt of any mon ſince 1 left E.din- 
* burgh.” Without doubt the king was highly pleated with his reception, becauſe 
he not only conferred the honour of knighthood upon him, but made him knight 
of the Bath. Sir Oliver Cromwell, as I ſhall now call him, was born in the year 
1562, and conſequently in the ſpring of 1603, when the king came to London, was

It ſeems highly probable to me, that his brother Philip was high ſheriff that 
year; met the king upon his progreſs with a train of attendants, and efcorted him 
to Hinchinbrook, I conjecture this to be the caſe, becauſe I find him a knight fo 
early as four years afterward. An entry is made in the old regiſter of Ramſey. 
„Henry, the ſon of Sir Philip Cromwell, knight, was baptized Feb. 5, 1607.” 
He had four other ſons and three daughters after this Henry. 1 have ſet them all 
down in the order they were baptized ; Philip, Thomas, Anne, Oliver, Robert, 
Elizabeth, and Mary.

Sir Philip did not live to ſee the civil war and the ruin of the church and mo- 
narchy ; for he was buried here Jan. 28, 1629 ; but his elder brother Sir Oliver did. 
He lived to a very great age, as appears from the entry of his burial in this re. 
giſter. © Oliver Cromwell, knight of the Bath, aged ninety-three years, was 
buried Auguſt 28, 1655.” He lived to fee his nephew declared Protector, and. 
a military government, tlie worſt of all governments in the world, eſtabliſhed by 
arms and the point of the ſword. His fortunes were greatly impaired at firſt by 
his magnificent way of living. and afterward by his contributing ſo largely to the 
ſupport of the royal cauſe. It is an undoubted fact, that all the branches of this. 
family, who refided in this neighbourhood, were royaliſts, except the deſcendants 
of Robert. It is ſtill currently reported here, that Oliver Cromwell during the 
civil war had a conference with his uncle Sir Oliver upon the high bridge in 
Ramfey7 obliged him to pay down loool. to ſave the town from military execu- 
tion, and carried away forty of his ſaddle-horſes. Several of his, and one at leaſt 
of Sir Philip's ſons, were colonels in the king's army. Colonel John Cromwell, 
one of Sir Oliver's ſons, was the very man ſent over by prince Charles from the 
Hague, ſome days before the king was beheaded, to beg of Oliver to ſpare the 
life of his father, and offer him his own terms. Colonel William Cromwell, 
youngeſt ſon of Sir Oliver, as it is entered in the regiſter here, died of the plague 
in the year 1666. Colonel Thomas Cromwell, third ſon of Sir Philip, was in the 
royal army, and married about that time a daughter of Sir Wolitone Dixie, Bart, 

think ef Leiceſterſhire, as may be ſeen in Collins's Baronetage. He miſtakes his. 
pedigree, and calls him the ſon of Sir Oliver. This gentleman retired to a farm 
of his in the fenny part of this pariſh, called Daventry, died there, but left no 
iſſue behind him. 

have already mentioned the exceſſive fondneſs of this family for the name of 
Henry, out of gratitude to their great benefactor, and muſt now tell you there 
were ſeven, if not eight, Henry Cromwells at once living and refident in this 
neighbourhood together. Seven I can certainly make out, but cannot trace the 
pedigree of the laſt.

As this family held a conſiderable rank and fortune in the county, fo they 
married into the beſt families both of this and the neighbouring counties.

« Cromwell, Eſq; and the lady Elizabeth Ferrers, were married May 4, 1642.” 

At the Reſtoration, as they were all royaliſts here, they deſerted the name of 
Cromwell, in abborrence of Oliver's conduct, and reaſſumed their old name of 
Williams. By this name they are all entered in the regiſter after that period. 
The king, at his reſtoration, had determined to diſtinguiſh the royaliſts by ſome 
particular mark of his favour, and they were to have the title of [knights of ihe 
Royal Oak. The deſign indeed was afterward dropt, upon account of the freſh 
diviſions it might occaſion, but a liſt of them is publiſhed at the end of Collins's 
Baronetage of England. Among theſe, in the Huntingdonſhire liſt, you will find 
Henry Williams, Eſq; of Bodſey, value of his eſtate 20001. per annum. Bodſey 
is a large farm in the pariſh of Ramſey, at ſome diſtance from the town, with an 
old manſion-houſe upon it, where, I ſuppoſe, Mr. Williams then reſided. This 
was the laſt gentleman of the male line of the Cromwell, alias Williams, Abo lived 
here; and, as he died without iſſue, the family ſoon became extindt. i be 
had fold the eſtate to colonel Titus before his death. There is «a, gy 
cular in the entry of his death and burial, which I ſhall endeavour to explain. 
„Henry Williams, Eſq; departed this life at Huntingdon, Auguſt 3, and was 
buried at Ramſey the 6th day of Auguſt 1673.” Mr. Owen Fann, a ſenſible old 
gentleman of 87 years of age, informed me of the particular cauſe and circum- 
ſtance of his death. It was at an election for knight of the ſhire, when Mr. Wil- 
liams put up Mr. Apreece, of Waſhingley in this county, as a candidate, and the 
earl of Mancheſter another. Mr. Williams's party were- defeated ; but while he 
ſtaid drinking and carouſing with his friends at Huntingdon after the election, he 
dropt down dead out of his chair, Mr. Fann had this account from his father, 
who was preſent at it. 

The ſame old gentleman farther informs me, that he has heard his father ſpeak 
of theſe Cromwells here as men of the greateſt military bravery, and of the moſt 
robuſt make and conſtitution. He remembers himſelf the chancel hung round 
with ſpoils taken from the enemy during the civil war. But the genius of Oliver 
prevailed, and he made himſelf the arbitrary and abſolute monarch of three king- 
doms, while the exploits of his couſins, uncrowned with ſucceſs, are buried in 
utter oblivion, 

It has been an obſervation, made by ſeveral excellent and learned writers, that 
theſe abbey-lands, ſo ſolemnly dedicated to God, have very ſeldom proſpered in the 
hands of theſe lay-poſſeſſors. And when I ſee ſo numerous, ſplendid, and wealthy 
a family as the Cromwells all coming to nothing in little more than a ſingle cen- 
tury, I know not how to with-hold my affent from an opinion, which probably 
will be called ſuperſtitious, but, in fact, ſeems to be well founded; and eſpecially 
as have ſeen the ſame obſervation verified in a variety of inſtances ſince that time. 

[ ought not to cloſe this private hiſtory of the family without acquainting you, 
that Oliver Cromwell, who made ſo great a figure afterward, had very much reduced 
bis fortunes juſt before the rebellion broke out. He had been very wild and extra- 
"2gant in his youth, by which he had conſiderably waſted his eſtate; and preached 
ad prayed away moſt of the reſt, after he * among the fanaticks. In fact, before 
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e commencement of the civil war, he was no more than a farmer and maltſter at 
St. Ive's, I believe indeed the farm was his own, becauſe he lived in the priory 
farm, which belonged to the abbey of Ramſey ; and this, I apprehend, was almoſt 
the only eſtate he had left, at that time, out of the wreck of his fortune, I am,

t his lite, I would willingly expreſs, upon this fad occafion, the deep ſorrow 
which hath poſſeſſed the minds of his moſt noble fon and ſucceſſor, and other 
deareſt relations, had 1 language ſufficient. But all that I can uſe will fall ſhort 
of the merits of that moſt excellent prince. His firſt undertakings for the pub. 
lick intereſt, his working things all along, as it were, out of the rock, his founding 
a military diſcipline in theſe nations, ſuch as 15 not to be found in any example of 
preceding times; and whereby the noble ſoldiery of theſe nations may (without 
flattery) be commended for piety, moderation, and obedience, as a pattern to be 
imitated, but hardly to be equalled, by ſucceeding generations: his wiſdom and 
piety in things divine, his prudence in management of the civil affairs, and con- 
duct of the military, and admirable ſuccefles in all, made him a prince indeed 
among the people of God ; by whoſe prayers being lifted up to the ſupreme dig- 
nity, he became more highly ſeated in their hearts, becauſe in all his actings it 
was evident, that the main defign was to make his own intereſt one and the fame 
with theirs, that it might be ſubſerving to the great intereſt of Jeſus Chriſt. 

An in the promoting of this his ſpirit knew no bounds, his affection could not 
be confined at home, but brake forth into forcign parts, where he was by good men 
univerſally admired as an extraordinary perſon raiſed up of God, and by them 
owned as the great protector and patron of the Evangelical profeſſion, This being 
ſaid, and the world itſelf witneſs of it, I can only add, that God pave him bleſſings 
proportionable to all theſe virtues, and made him a blefling to us, by his wil 
dom and valour to ſecure our peace and liberty, and to revive the antient renown 
and reputation of our native country. | | 

After all this, it is remarkable, how it pleaſed the Lord on this day to take him 
to reſt, it having formerly been a day of labours to him; for which both himlelt 
and the day (Sept. z.) will be moſt renowned to poſterity, it having been to him 2 
day of triumphs and thankſgiving for the memorable victories of Dunbar and Hor 
ceſter; a day, which after jo many ſtrange revolutions of Providence, high contra- 
dictions, and wicked conſpiracies of unreaſonable men, he lived once again to ice, 
and then to dic, with great aſſurances and ſerenity of mind, peaceably in his bed.

From thence you pals to a ſecond large room, which was the privie chamber, 
all compleatly hung with black, and a cloth of eſtate at the upper end, having 
alio a chair of eſtate upon the haut place, under the cloth of eſtate. 

The third room is a large withdrawing chamber, compleatly hung as the other 
with black eloth, and a cloth of eſtate at the upper end, with a chair of eſtate, 
as in the other rooms, 

All theſe three large rooms are compleatly furniſhed with eſeucheons of his 
Highneſs's armes, crowned with the Imperial crown; and upon the head of each 
_ of eſtate is fixed a large majeſty-eſcucheon fairly painted and gilt upon. 
tanety, 

The fourth room, where both the body and the effigies do lie, compleatly hung 
with black velvet, the roof of the ſaid room cieled alſo with velvet, and a large 
canopie, or cloth of eſtate, of black velvet fringed over the effigies ; the effigics. 
itſelt apparelled in a rich ſuit of uncut velvet, being robed firſt in a kirtle robe of 
purple velvet, laced with a rich gold lace, and furred with ermins ; upon the kirtle 
i5 the royal large robe of the like purple velvet laced, and fur'd with ermins, with 
ch ſtrings and taſſels of gold; his kirtle is girt with a rich embroidered belt, in. 
which is a fair ſword richly gilt, and hatcht with gold hanging by the fide of the 


effgies; in the right hand is the golden ſcepter repreſenting government ; in his. 


ec hand is held the globe, repreſenting principality ; vpon his head, the cap of 
regality 
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regality of purple velvet, fur'd wich ermins. Behind the head 1s a rich chair of 
eſtate of cloth of gold titlued ; upon the cuſhion of the chair ſtands the Imperial 
crown ſet with ſtones, | 

The whole elligies lies upon a bed covered with a large pall of black velvet, 
under wh © is a ine Holland ſheet upon fix ſtools of cloth of gold tiſſued; by 
the ſides of the bed of ſtate lies a rich ſuit of compleat armor, repreſenting his 
command as gen ral; at the teet of the eftigies ſtands his creſt, as is uſual in all 
ancient Monuments, 

This bed of u ſtate, upon which the effigies ſo lies, is aſcended unto by two af. 
cents, covered with the aforeſaid pall of velvet; and the whole work is incom. 
paſſed about with rails covered with velvet; at each corner is a ſquare pillar up. 
right, covered with velvet; upon the tops of them are four beaſts, ſupporters of 
the Imperial armes, bearing banners, or ſtreamers crowned ; the pillars are deco. 
rated with trophyes of military honor, carved and gilt ; the pedeſtals of the pillars 
have ſhields and crowns gilt, which makes the whole work noble and compleat; 
within the railes ſtand eight great ſtanderts, or candleſticks, of filver, being almoſt 
5 foot in height, with great tapers in them, of virgin's wax, 5 foot in length. 

Next to the candleſticks are ſet upright in ſockets the four great ſtanderts of 
his Highneſs armes, the guidons, the great banners, and banrolls, all of taffity, 
richly gilt and painted; the cloth of eſtate hath a majeſty-eſcucheon fixed at the 
head; and upon the velvet hangings on each fide of the effigies is a majeſty. 
ſcucheon ; and the whole room fully and compleatly furniſhed with taffity- 
ſcuchcons. Much more might be inlarged of the magnificence of this ſolemn 
ſetting up, and ſhewing the effigics at preſent in Somerſet-houſe, where it is to re- 
maine in ſtate untill the funeral day, which is appointed to be on the ninth of

Highneſs forth into the court, where a canopy of ſtate, very rich, was borne over 
it by fix other gentlemen of his Highneſs, till it was brought and placed on the 
carriage, at each end whereof was a ſeat, wherein fate two of the gentlemen of his 
Highneſs's bed chamber, the one at the head, the other at the feet of the effigies. 
The pall, being made of velvet and fine linen, was very large, extending on

After thoſe noble perſons that ſupported the pall, followed Garter principal king 
of arms, attended with a gentleman on each fide bare-headed ; next him the chiet 
mourner; and thoſe lords and noble perſons that were ſupporters and aſſiſtants to 
the chief mourner. Next followed the horſe of honour in very rich equipage, led 
in a long rein by the maſter of the horſe, In the cloſe followed his Highneſs's 
guard of halberdiers, and the warders of the Tower, 

The whole ceremony was managed with very great ſtate to Weſtminſter ; many 
thouſands of people being ſpectators. At the weſt- gate of the.abbey-church, the 
hearſe, with the effigies thereon, was taken off the carriage by thoſe ten gentlemen 
who removed it before; who paſling on to enter the church, the canopy of ſtate 
was by the ſame perſons borne over it again; and in this magnificent manner they 
carried it up to the eaſt-end of the abbey, and placed it in that noble ſtructure 
which was raiſed there on purpoſe to receive it, where it is to remain for ſome 
time expoſed to publick view. | 

This is the laſt ceremony of honour, and leſs could not be performed to the 
memory of him, to whom poſterity will pay (when envy is laid aſleep by time) 
more honour than we are able to expreſs.

All other things are preparing, as the erection of rails along the Srrand 
down to Weſtninfler, for the better conveniency of paſlage, the adorning of the 
Abbey-Church, and the compleating of that noble and magnificent ſtructure which 
is raiſed in the eaſt-end of the church, wherein a bed of ſtate is prepared to receive 
the effigies, it being to be placed thereon, to be afterwards expoſed for a certain 
time to the publick view.

1654, On the 18th of November died (the unhappy parent of this Uſurper)

tector were none of the leaſt unhappineſſes. At the end of May, the Lord 
Faulconbridge the other ſon (for Fleetwood nor Claypole had either manners or 
worth to be employed in the complement) was ſent away with a great train to 
ſalute and gratulate the French king, now -at Calais, upon the opening of the 
campania, and was received very ſplendidly, in the mean while that his uncle Sir 
Henry Slingſby was adjudged to death : and though he returned on the fifth of 
June, three days before execution, and did what he could to fave him, yet all 
proved in vain : for ſince Mr, Mordant and Mr. Woodcock had eſcaped, there was 
no room for his life. Soon after, Monfieur Mancini, Mazarine's nephew, and the 
Duke of Crequi, came hither with the return of the complement, and were en. 


tertained highly at Brook-houſe and at Hampton-court, with feaſting and hunting, 
and preſently returned ; and that I may have done with this wretched family of 


Cromwell, the Lady Claypole died at Hampton-court Auguſt 6, of a diſeaſe in 
her inwards; and being taken frantick with the ſtopping of her terms, raved 
much againſt the bloody cruelties of her father, and about the death of Dr. Hewit, 
for whom (to give her due) it is ſaid ſhe interceded. She was brought by water 
to the painted chamber, and in ſtate buried in Henry the Seventh's Chapel, her

concluded by the eight and twentyeth of thoſe articles, and the ſaid Lords the 
States General, do thereby oblige themſelves, that reſtitution ſhall be made of all. 
the Engliſh ſhips and goods, which have been ſeized upon, and detained within 
the dominions of the king of Denmark, ſince the eighteenth day of May, in the 
rear of our Lord one thouſand fix hundred fifty and two (old ſtile); and which 
are now remaining in ſpecie, and alſo the true and juſt value of all other Engliſh 
ſbips and goods, ſeized and detained as aforeſaid, which are ſold, taken away, or 
otherwiſe diſpoſed of, within the fourteen days after the arrival of the reſpective in- 
tereſted merchants, maſters, and owners, or their aſſigns in Denmark aforeſaid, for 
the receiving of them; and likewiſe, that the damages which the ſaid Engliſh mer- 
chants, maſters, and owners, or any of them, have ſuſtained by reaſon of the ſaid 
detention, ſhall be ſatisfyed and paid unto them, according as it ſhall be awarded 
by Edward Wington, James Ruſſell, John Becx, and William Vandercruyſſen, 
wbitrators indifferently choſen ; as well by his ſaid Highneſs the Lord Protector, 
as the ſaid Lords the States General, to examine and determine the demands of 
the ſaid merchants, maſters, and owners, concerned in the ſaid ſhips, goods, and 
damages. And it is thereby further agreed and concluded, that the ſaid arbitra- 
tors ſhall meet at Goldſmith's hall, in the city of London, on the ſeven and 
twentyeth day of June, now next coming (old ſtile) ; or ſooner if they ſhall agree 
thereupon; and ſhall the ſame day of their meeting take an oath in the high court 
of the Admiralty of England, or betore any two of the Judges of that court, 
that they ſhall renounce all reſpect and relation to both ſtates, and to any particu- 
lar intereſts. And alſo, that the ſaid arbitrators ſhall be ſhut up in a room by 
themſelves, without fire, candle, meat, drink, or other refreſhment, from and 
after the firſt day of Auguſt next coming (old ſtile), unleſs they ſhall agree 
before that time, untill they ſhall come to an agreement upon the matters atore- 
laid referred to them; and that ſuch award or judgment, as they ſhall make
